Guide dog user Andrew Starr wasn’t keen on the 
proposed post office relocation either. 

He said: “It can be a bit problematic (the stretch of 
pavement), especially if a lot of people are around, 

“It is difficult for him [guide dog Timber] to ma¬ 
noeuvre.” 

A Post Office Ltd spokesperson revealed that the 
company has met with Axminster Town Council, 
and said: “Representatives from Post Office Ltd at¬ 
tended a meeting with Axminster Town Council on 
October 8th. 

“We have also offered to attend the meeting 
planned on October 14th to hear the views and con¬ 
cerns of the council, post office customers and res¬ 
idents of Axminster. 

“The proposed move is subject to public consulta¬ 
tion. The purpose of the consultation process is to 
gather the thoughts of members of the local com¬ 
munity on the proposals.”

Post Office concerns 



SIDMOUTH 

River is key 
for wildlife 


THERE is great concern in Axminster over the 
possibility of the Post Office moving from its 
convenient, safe and expansive site in West 
Street. 

The proposed new location is Martin’s 
Newsagents in Victoria Place on one of the most 
angerous corners in the town. 

If you were to draw up a list of the most un¬ 
suitable locations for a Post Office, Martins 
would undoubtedly be at the top. 

As long serving town and district councillor 
John Jeffery put it: “You might as well put it in 
the middle of the M5.” 

The Victoria Place corner has been the site of 
many near misses over the years as huge lor¬ 
ries that often pass through Axminster are 
forced to mount the narrow pavement to get 
around the bend without colliding with oncom¬ 
ing traffic. 

Pedestrians take their life in their hands when 
trying to negotiate the corner and those with 
prams or mobility scooters are often in real 
danger. 

There has been great change in the operation 
of Post Offices in recent years with more em¬ 
phasis on pensions and other state payments 
being made straight into people’s bank ac¬ 
counts rather than over the counter. 

COLYTON 

Historic home for 
heritage centre 

COLYTON Parish History Society has been given a 
permanent home which will soon open to the public 
as a heritage centre. 

The society has been offered space in one of the 
town's most historically-significant buildings, the 
Abbotts Law Chambers in Market Place, formerly 
occupied by Abbotts Antiques & Collectables, by 
owner Jackie McCullough. 

The section of the grade II listed building previ¬ 
ously open to the public as a shop will be con¬ 
verted into a tea room and garden, with previously 
private sections of the house, including impres¬ 
sive 16th century features of national significance, 
being opened as a volunteer-run heritage centre, 
named The Merchant’s House Heritage Centre. 

The history society hopes to open the centre 
temporarily for Colyton Christmas Fayre on De¬ 
cember 4th, and to officially open the completed 
centre at Easter time next year. 

The society previously ran a heritage centre in a 
temporary cabin in the Dolphin Street Car Park as 
a test to see if something more permanent would 
work. The cabin closed five years ago and mem¬ 
bers are now delighted to have been offered space 
in such an historically-significant building. A pub¬ 
lic meeting was recently held to discuss the pos¬ 
sibility of opening a new heritage centre, with the 
general consensus supporting the project. 

It is thought the building was the house of a 
wealthy merchant in the 16th century, with the 
only remaining Mediaeval elements of the build¬ 
ing being the thick stone walls and the half-tim¬ 
bered dividing wall in the Law Chambers, where 
the heritage centre will be based. 

The building was later modified to create a sec¬ 
ond storey and refinements such as the fireplace 
and elaborate ceiling features, which demonstrate 
the merchant’s wealth. Remnants of the fireplace 
in the Abbotts can still be seen, with the sides and 
lintel made from a robust stone. This was later 
crudely cut through to create access to the room 
behind, and further damaged to create space for 
Colyton’s first phone exchange. 


Pulman’s View 
from the Churches 


The trend is for Post Offices to move out of 
dedicated premises into existing shops, as hap¬ 
pened at Colyton where services are now lo¬ 
cated in the Premier Stores supermarket. Lyme 
Regis is also likely to lose its dedicated Post Of¬ 
fice in Broad Street by the end of the year but to 
date no alternative has been secured. 

Post Office Limited, which runs the service, 
have emphasised that no final decision has 
been made about the location of Axminster Post 
Office and they are currently going through a 
period of consultation with Axminster Town 
Council and the local populace. 

If that is the case, and there are many who be¬ 
lieve the decision is already cut and dried and 
that Post Office Limited are just going through 
the motions, it is imperative that the people of 
Axminster make their thoughts known. 

The Mayor of Axminster, Councillor Jeremy 
Walden, is one of those strongly opposed to the 
move and highlighted the difficulties that dis¬ 
abled people might encounter when he agreed 
to wear a blindfold and be escorted around the 
town by a guide dog, experiencing particulary 
difficulties outside the chosen location for the 
new Post Office.

HONITON 

Plans to restore 
water feature 

A TOWN councillor hopes to restore flowing water 
to the town centre’s water channel. 

Councillor Roy Coombs says that restoring water 
to the channel would bring “an extra dimension” to 
the town centre and be of interest to visitors. 

He was hoping that a heritage working group 
would be given formal clearance to take on the proj¬ 
ect when Honiton Town Council met yesterday 
evening as Pulman’s View went to press. 

He said it is too early to say how much it would cost 
to restore flowing water, but said it would not be as 
simple as just turning on a tap. 

Devon County Council has already done some 
work on an iron channel in New Street to the round¬ 
about, and one culvert has also been constructed. 

But there are known blockages and, for example, 
a culvert under Pottery Close would also have to be 
constructed. 

Councillor Coombs said the water channel was 
created many years ago when properties did not 
have mains drainage, providing a source of water, 
but had been obsolete since mains water was intro¬ 
duced. 


IMPROVED water quality will lead to thriving wildlife 
in and around River Sid. 

Devon Wildlife Trust and the Sid Vale Association 
are six months into a joint project said to have made 
‘a splash’. 

It focuses on a six-mile stretch, plus tributaries, of 
the River Sid upstream from Sidmouth. 

Devon Wildlife Trust's Scott West is leading the 
project, and he said: “Many people know and love the 
River Sid. 

“It’s somewhere that local communities walk, play 
and live beside. It’s also a key component of what 
brings tourists to this wonderful part of the world. 

“What the project is aiming to do is to ensure that 
the river remains as a special place for and people 
and wildlife. 

“That means looking after its water quality and 
making sure that it can continue to support a wide 
diversity of life. 

“It’s also an opportunity to see how positive man¬ 
agement on the Sid can lead to healthier rivers not 
just here but across East Devon. 

OTTERYStMARY 

ROADSIDE verges in and around Ottery St Mary have 
been chosen for a wildflower project piloted by 
Devon County Council and Devon Wildlife Trust. 

The aim is to “enhance areas of roadside verges to 
help reverse the decline of wildflowers and pollinat¬ 
ing insects” 

A handful of sites have been chosen in the Ottery 
St Mary area for the trial. 

Seeds of plant species such as Yellow Rattle, which 
is an annual flower that discourages grass growth 
and encourages wildflower growth, will be sown with 
a variety of other wildflower seeds on the selected 
verges next month. 

Not only would the wildflowers provide attractive 
displays but would also help to encourage bees, but¬ 
terflies and other insects populations to recover. 

The knock-on effect of more wildflowers may also 
reduce the abundance of grass which could reduce 
the amount of grass cutting required.

David, who himself has had first-hand experience of 
mental illness, and Debbie Humberstone, the founder of 
The Project whose daughter developed severe mental 
health issues at the age of 15, both believe that speaking 
out about mental illness is the way forward in changing 
people’s attitudes and breaking down the stigma which 
surrounds mental health problems. 

Debbie said: “It is easy to say that this won’t ever hap¬ 
pen to me -1 used to think that. 

“But what I now know is that mental illness does not 
discriminate - it can happen to anyone at any time.”

AROUND 265 individuals and organisations have made 
comments in the latest round of consultation on the East 
Devon Local Plan. Comments will be forwarded to the 
Planning Inspector later this month. 

The examination of the plan started at the time it was 
submitted to the Planning Inspectorate in August. We are 
expecting that in Febmary 2014 there will be hearing ses¬ 
sions at which the Planning Inspector will listen in person 
to the arguments and cases that people want to present. 

In August, the Planning Inspector, Mr Anthony Thick- 
ett, had advised that further consultation was needed be¬ 
cause the changes from an earlier version were in his 
opinion significant enough to warrant another round of 
consultation. 

Only those changes to the earlier version of the plan 
were to be the subject of any new comments. 

Consultation closed at 12 noon yesterday on Monday, 
October 7th) and Councillor Helen Parr, Chairman of De¬ 
velopment Management Committee, said: “Our Local 
Plan, like many others across the country, has generated 
considerable interest and debate. Now that a date has 
been set for the oral hearing sessions, we look forward to 
finalising our new planning policy document as soon as 
we can.” 

Evidence 

New comments went before Development Management 
Committee on October 5th and will then go to full council 
on October 23rd - where approval will be sought to send 
the comments on to the Planning Inspector. 

Leading up to the hearing sessions, which start on Feb¬ 
ruary 11th 2014, the Planning Inspector will look at the 
council’s plan in detail, the evidence behind it and com¬ 
ments received. 

To help prepare for the hearing sessions, the Inspector 
will issue a draft programme by November 29th. Further 
statements from those involved will be sought by January 
10th 2014. In some cases, inspectors will organise meet¬ 


ings prior to the hearing sessions to consider key matters. 
The Inspector for the East Devon inquiry has, however, 
decided that a pre-hearing meeting is not necessary and 
we agree with this conclusion. 

Smooth 

The programme will set out matters that Mr Thickett 
considers appropriate for discussion at the hearing ses¬ 
sions. Mr Thickett has already started this process by set¬ 
ting out some of the issues relevant for East Devon Local 
Plan. Key issues identified for discussion include: 

♦ a presumption in favour of sustainable development 

♦ the length of the plan 

♦ aims and objectives of the plan 

♦ inclusion of what could be too much material and de¬ 
tail and of consistency between policies. 

The inspector has also invited the council to produce 
topic papers on housing, affordable housing and employ¬ 
ment. 

Councillor Parr added: “It is common practice for an 
Inspector to request papers and further material. We trust 
that the papers we produce on these matters, and indeed 
any others Mr Thickett may request, will help the smooth 
and efficient running of the hearing sessions and exami¬ 
nation process. 

“We recognise that the critical point of the examination 
is to look at the soundness of our plan and the point be¬ 
hind this is to ensure that planning policy is as good as it 
can be and is fit for purpose. 

“It is extremely beneficial to have an early insight from 
Mr Thickett and we trust that through the examination 
process we will be able to ensure that our final plan is 
sound, robust and as logical as is possible”.

Deadly dog disease across the UK 


LOCAL veterinary 
surgeon Tess Sprayson 
from Archie's Vet 
Practice in Aylesbeare 
is warning dog owners 
to be on the lookout for 
a potentially fatal 
disease caused by 
infection from the 
lungworm parasite 
(Angiostrongylus va- 
sorum). 

A pointer cross from 
Exmouth was recently 
treated for the parasite 
at the practice, after 
evidence of lungworm 
damage was discov¬ 
ered during a CT scan. 
The dog was initially 
brought into the prac¬ 
tice with presenting 
symptoms of cough¬ 
ing, generalised pain 
and appearing gener¬ 
ally depressed. He also 
spends a lot of time at 
his owner's small hold¬ 
ing near Honiton so it is 
unknown where he 
picked up the infection. 

Last year's damp 
summer and mild win¬ 
ter conditions have 
proved ideal for slug 
and snail populations, 
leading experts to 
warn of a continued 
spread of lungworm in 
the UK. 

One third (33 per 
cent) of dog owners 


admitted they don't 
know how their dog 
can become infected 
with lungworm and half 
have said they don't 
believe their dog is at 
risk. 

Lungworm is a para¬ 
site that dogs become 
infected with after eat¬ 
ing common garden 
slugs and snails carry¬ 
ing the larvae. Once in¬ 
side the dog's system, 
the parasite travels 
through the body 
eventually ending up in 
the heart. If the infec¬ 
tion is left untreated, 
the dog's health can 
rapidly deteriorate, and 
can even result in 
death. 

To help raise aware¬ 
ness of the parasite, 
Tess is joining other 
vets and owners na¬ 
tionwide in support of 
the national ‘Be Lung¬ 
worm Aware' cam¬ 
paign. The scheme 
offers support and ed¬ 
ucation to owners and 
vet practices. 

Tess, who runs a 
newly opened practice 
in the area, explains: 
"Dogs which have 
picked up a lungworm 
infection can show a 
number of different 
symptoms. Lungworm 


often gives rise to 
breathing difficulties, 
ranging from a lack of 
energy to coughing. 
Dogs may also show 
general signs of being 
unwell including weight 
loss, reduced appetite 
and vomiting. Persist¬ 
ent bleeding, even from 
minor cuts is also a sign 
to watch out for. How¬ 
ever, the symptoms 
can be varied and some 
dogs may appear 
healthy in the early 
stages of infection, so 
if owners are con¬ 
cerned about their 
dog's health, they 
should contact their 
veterinary practice for 
further advice”. 

Routine use of a spe¬ 
cific treatments, avail¬ 
able from veterinary 
surgeons, prevents 
dogs from developing a 
lungworm infection. To 
ensure protection 
against lungworm, as 
well as other parasitic 
worms, owners are 
urged to adopt a com¬ 
prehensive worming 
regime, which can be 
easily developed with 
their vet. 

Tess Sprayson is en¬ 
couraging dog owners 
to contact their local 
veterinary practice for 


further information, or 
to discuss their dog's 
parasite protection 
plan. A breakthrough 
test for lungworm is 
now available through 
many vets, including 
Archie's Vet Practice in 
Aylesbeare. The IDEXX 
Angio Detect™ will, for 
the first time, allow 
veterinary surgeons to 
detect the parasite in¬ 
clinic with almost im¬ 
mediate results. 

“Everyone who 
works at Archie’s treat 
their dogs monthly 
against lungworm, it is 
not a disease to ignore, 
and we suggest all dog 
owners do similarly.

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Saving Lives at Sea in Dorset 


WHEN the mast of a 120-year-old sail-training vessel came crashing down in rough seas and gale force 
winds off Portland Bill, Weymouth RNLI Coxswain Andy Sargent and his crew aboard Weymouth’s 
Ernest and Mabel raced to their aid. Andy and his six crew members rushed to the station and were 
heading out to sea in less than ten minutes from receiving the call. 

The 24m Brixham trawler Leader is run by Devon based Trinity Sailing Foundation who offer 
disadvantaged young people the chance to sail. With winds gusting up to 40 knots she had been sailing 
south of the Bill when her main mast snapped, bringing her rigging, sail and boom, crashing into the 
water. 

Remarkably, no-one was hurt. But, unable to control the boat following the dismasting, the Brixham 
trawler had started to drift into the Race, an area of dangerous currents off the Bill. 

Andy said: The mast was broken and the rigging was in the water on the vessel’s port side, so the 
crew had to deal with this first so it didn’t become a hazard to the Leader or to us. They secured the 
debris alongside the casualty boat as best they could in the conditions and then having determined 
that no one was injured we secured a tow line.’ 

They couldn’t use their engine as the gear and rigging was in the water and could have got caught 
around the propeller.’ Due to the rough weather it took five hours for the volunteer lifeboat crew to tow 
the 1892 wooden sailing ketch Leader , safely back to port. 

Rescues such as this are only made possible thanks to the generosity of RNLI supporters. The RNLI 
are grateful for all the support they receive from people generously donating their money or time, 
however, legacies are critical to the future of the RNLI and to saving lives. The sea will always be a 
danger and the RNLI will always be needed to rescue those in trouble. 

Many people think that legacies are only for the wealthy, but anyone can leave a gift in their Will to 
their favourite charity.

Plans to stop marathon 
development meetings 


PLANS to streamline East Devon District Council 
Development Management Committee (DMC) have 
been referred to that very committee for comment. 

Proposals were drawn up by EDDC officers to avoid 
a repeat of marathon meetings lasting up to 13 hours. 
Among other things, officers proposed to only allow 
a 15-minute period of public speaking for each appli¬ 
cation, which in effect would mean two supporters 
and two objectors. 

In effect, this would limit the amount of public 
speaking allowed as, currently, any member of the 
public can turn up and register to speak for a maxi¬ 


mum of three minutes on any application. 

The proposals were debated by EDDC’s Standards 
Committee on Wednesday, October 9th and it was de¬ 
cided to seek the opinion of DMC members before 
taking the matter to full council. 

Draft minutes of the meeting said: “Due to the length 
of recent Development Management Committee 
meetings, members of that committee be asked to con¬ 
sider future agenda and meeting management.” 

Public speaking proposals for other committees were 
referred to cabinet. 


New look library set to open 


SIDMOUTH’S new-look library 
opens its doors to the public at 9am 
next Wednesday (October 23rd) 
after major refurbishment and im¬ 
provement work. 

The library will have a flexible lay¬ 
out so that space can be used for a 
wider variety of purposes and ac¬ 
tivities at different times. 

There will also be improved ac¬ 
cess for children, young people and 
their families, including moving the 
children’s library from the mezza¬ 
nine floor to the ground floor and 
creating a more attractive 'teen 
zone’. 

In addition, there will be a dedi¬ 
cated quiet reading and study area, 
and the general ambiance of the li¬ 
brary will be improved by making it 
brighter and more welcoming for 
visitors. 


Money has been set aside to pur¬ 
chase new stock for the library, so 
the choice of books will also be im¬ 
proved and a new layout for the 
shelving will make the library easier 
to navigate. 

For visitors who can’t wait, a pre¬ 
view afternoon has been arranged 
for people to drop in between 2pm 
and 4pm, the day before (Tuesday, 
October 22nd), and have a look at 
the new facilities.

Councillor Roger Croad, Devon 
County Council’s Cabinet Member 
for Communities, said: “This refur¬ 
bishment will create an improved 
space with a brighter look and feel 
which will broaden the library’s ap¬ 
peal not only for existing users but 
also for the wider community. 

“Where we have invested already 


in our libraries and now provide a 
wider range of services of interest 
to local people, library membership 
figures have risen, and I’m sure this 
revamp will turn Sidmouth Library 
into a modern and flexible facility 
that is fit for the changing needs of 
the community and that everyone 
wants to use and can be proud of.” 

Councillor Stuart Hughes, Devon 
County Council’s local member for 
Sidmouth, said: “I’ve been looking 
forward to seeing the transforma¬ 
tion of the library into one fit for the 
21st Century, and I'm sure visitor 
numbers next week will be through 
the roof with people wanting to see 
the improvements.

How does grief make you feel? 

The way grief affects you will be unique to you and 
depends on many things, such as the nature of the loss, your 
age, your relationships, and your health. 

You can react in many ways to a loss. 

For many people grief consists of ^ 

several combined emotions, anxiety I 

and helplessness often come first. 

Anger is common, and is seen as a I 
natural part of the grieving process, 
and you shouldn’t feel guilty about 

it then sadness, which for many _ 

comes much later. 

Being aware that these emotions are common can help you 
to accept them. It is very important to know that they will 
pass. Everyone is unique some people take a lot longer than 
others to adjust and it is important to recognize that while 
many may understand they do not know what you are feeling 
or going through, only you do.

Burma comes to Lyme Regis 


NORTHERN International The¬ 
atre brings a compelling per¬ 
formance to Lyme’s Marine 
Theatre on Friday, October 18th. 

‘The Burma Play, a comedy of 
terror’ is a humorous, politically- 
sharp two-hander with original 
live music. Virtuoso perform¬ 
ances run through the years of 
empire and dictatorship towards 
the current hopes and fears of the 
Burmese people.

Baynes's father was in the next 
room to Aung San, the independ¬ 
ence leader and father of Aung 
San Suu Kyi, when he was assas¬ 
sinated in 1947. Director of 
Community Arts Northwest, 
Cilia was awarded an MBE for 
her work. Musician/composer 
Omar Sattaur lived as a journalist 
in South Asia and now performs 
with several ensembles including 
the international fusion band 
Beating Wing.

Success in key markets secures 
continued growth for Bentley

“Strong performance from our W12 models 
continued, with the Continental GT Speed and 
Continental GT Speed Convertible proving suc¬ 
cessful in all territories. This, added to increases 
in our V8 and Mulsanne models, maintains our 
impressive performance and strongly reinforces 
our position as market leader among our direct 
competitors in the luxury car market.” 

The Americas strengthened its position as 
Bentley’s largest market, delivering 2,022 cars 
to customers, a 16 per cent increase on the same 
period in 2012.

THE BMW Group continued its successful course 
in September with another record month in sales. 
With 189,675 (prev. yr. 177,726) BMW, MINI and 
Rolls-Royce vehicles delivered worldwide, sales 
were 6.7% higher than in the same month last year. 
In the first nine months of 2013, sales increased by 
7.5% to the new all-time high of 1,436,178 vehicles 
(prev. yr. 1,335,502). 

Ian Robertson, member of the Board of Manage¬ 
ment of BMW AG, responsible for Sales and Mar¬ 
keting BMW: “We achieved record global 
deliveries for the month of September and the first 
nine months of the year. Despite initial signs of sta¬ 
bilisation in the European automobile market, con¬ 
ditions in many countries remain challenging. 
However, we have been able to keep our European 
sales on a similar level year-on-year and once again 
reported major gains in the U.S. and Asia. We are 
therefore well on our way to another increase in de¬ 
liveries for the full year 2013 and a new sales 
record.” 

BMW brand worldwide sales climbed by 7.6% to 
158,029 vehicles in the month under review (prev. 
yr. 146,852). Growth was primarily driven by the 
BMW 3 Series, which amounted to 44,752 vehi¬ 
cles, an increase of 13.9% on the previous year 
(39,304). 

Year-to-date, the BMW brand has delivered 
1,209,598 vehicles, an increase of 9.0% on the 
same period in 2012 (1,109,962). Demand for the 
BMW XI remained strong with 116,451 vehicles 
sold in the first nine months, an increase of 13.6% 
on the previous year (102,519). The BMW XI has 
proven to be yet another success story for the BMW 
Group with over 500,000 units delivered to cus¬ 
tomers since its launch at the end of 2009. The 


BMW 3 Series increased sales by 27.6% year-to- 
date, with a total of 365,772 vehicles delivered 
(prev. yr. 286,622). Sales of the BMW X3 contin¬ 
ued to be strong, climbing 5.7% to 113,945 vehicles 
(prev. yr. 107,833). 

The BMW 5 Series reaffirmed its clear segment 
leadership with 270,902 units sold (prev. yr. 
263,738/ +2.7%) and the BMW 6 Series continued 
to perform well with 20,360 vehicles delivered 
year-to-date (prev. yr. 16,607/ +22.6%). 

MINI posted its best ever September sales with 
31,313 vehicles delivered worldwide (prev. yr. 
30,563/ +2.5%). The brand recorded growth in sev¬ 
eral of its key markets including the U.S. (5,306/ 
+8.3%), Mainland China (2,740/ +4.1%) and Japan 
(1,700/ +5.7%). MINI also had its most successful 
first nine months ever, despite continued headwinds 
in Europe. In the period up to and including Sep¬ 
tember, MINI sold 224,280 vehicles (prev. yr. 
223,214/ +0.5%). 

Sales of Rolls-Royce Motor Cars in the first three 
quarters of the year totalled 2,300 units (prev. yr. 
2,326/ -1.1%). Strong performances were seen in 
China and the Middle East, although some markets, 
particularly in mainland Europe, remained chal¬ 
lenging. Pleasing global sales were seen in Septem¬ 
ber (333/ +7.1%) with third quarter sales up 13.6% 
(825) on last year. This growth, together with the 
overwhelmingly positive response to the new 
Rolls-Royce Wraith, reflects the cautious optimism 
that was expressed by Rolls-Royce at the beginning 
of the year. A strong finish to 2013 is anticipated. 

BMW Motorrad achieved a new all-time retail 
high in September with 9,264 units (prev. yr.: 9,215 
units/ +0.5%). Supplies of motorcycles and maxi 
scooters from January up to and including Septem¬ 


ber totalled 93,154 units (prev. yr.: 85,944 units/ 
+8.4%). 

The BMW Group reported gains in nearly all of 
its markets last month. 

In Asia, sales grew by 18.0% in September to 
54,014 vehicles (prev. yr. 45,782). The BMW 
Group made strong gains in Asia in the first nine 
months of the year, with sales climbing 17.8% to 
421,456 vehicles (prev. yr. 357,841). The company 
achieved robust growth in Mainland China, which 
accounted for 35,804 deliveries in September, an 
increase of 20.8% over the same month in the pre¬ 
vious year (29,631). Year-to-date, 284,964 BMW 
and MINI vehicles have been sold in Mainland 
China (prev. yr. 237,056) which reflects an increase 
of 20.2%. The BMW Group posted solid gains in 
other Asian markets in the first nine months of the 
year, including Japan (46,502/ +10.8%) and South 
Korea (29,409/ +19.8%). 

In the Americas, the BMW Group delivered 
36,889 vehicles in September (prev. yr. 34,050/ 
+8.3%). Since the beginning of the year, 325,078 
vehicles were delivered to customers in the Amer¬ 
icas, which is an increase of +11.8% on the previ¬ 
ous year (290,888). The BMW Group in the U.S. 
reported September sales of 28,874 vehicles (prev. 
yr. 26,660/ +8.3%). Year-to-date, company sales in 
the U.S. are up 11.6% with a total of 262,200 vehi¬ 
cles sold, compared to 234,928 in the same period 
in 2012. 

In Europe, BMW Group sales in September were 
slightly above last year’s level with a total of 
93,073 vehicles delivered (prev. yr. 92,450/ +0.7%). 
In the first nine months, BMW Group sales re¬ 
mained at last year’s level, with a total of 641,195 
vehicles delivered (prev. yr. 639,828/ +0.2%).

DIANE and Graham Newton took part 

in the Bournemouth Marathon Festi¬ 
val last weekend. 

Diane took to the start line first for the 
half marathon with nearly 3000 run¬ 
ners taking part. The course took the 
runners through the streets of 
Boscombe and down to the seafront 
where the runners ran along the sea 
front and out and back on the two 
piers.
